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DETAILED ACTION 



Upon further consideration of the restrictions mailed on 3/27/00, it was determine that 
an error was made in the restriction; a new restriction is being issued. Therefore, the 
remarks pertaining to the elections of the restriction mailed 3/27/00 are moot in light of 
the new restriction. 



1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claims 1-6,11,20,21 and 22 is drawn to a piezoelectric transducer.

Group III, claims 12-17 is drawn to the method of shaping a piezoelectric transducer. 
Group IV, claims 18-19 is drawn to the method of monitoring a subject. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
/ concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
feature of group I is the electrodes are offset s0 as t° provide one or more region in 
which the electrodes do not overlap; the special technical feature of group II is a clamp 
for releasably securing the electrode on each side of the piezoelectric transducer; the 
special technical feature of group III is the steps of manually cutting the transducer to a 
deisired shape and size; the special technical feature of group IV is the method of 
monitoring a subject matter.
